A’ for the fourth principle |’ 
—that Cunal dues should 
be fixed by agreement

It js the remaining two prin- 
ciples that are the real 
stumbling-block., For they 
are concerned with = the 
political as against the 
economic side of the Canal 
problem, The first of these 
principles is that “there 
should be free and open 
tranalt through the Canal 
without discrimination, 
overt or covert,” 


This meant that the Council 
. called upon Egypt to give 
freo passage to all in ac- 
cordance with the 1888 
Convention. There = was 
nothing new {in this, On 
September 1, 1961, the 
Council had made the same 
demand, but for oll those 
. years Egypt has blockaded 
shipping bound to and from 
 Isrrel, The UN were 
endorsing a policy of 
complete freedom of transit 
through the Canal which 
they had decided upon five 
years before. 


RTICLE I of the 1888 Con- 
vention expressly states 
that “the Canal shall never 
bo subjected to the exercise 
of the right of blockade.” 
And Article IV makes it 
perfectly clear that even in 
time of war the ships of 
belligerent nations must 
still be given free transit.

Can Defy Jamming 


Washington, Apr. 21. 

The Air Force today 
announced the develop- 
ment of an advanced 
model of .the Matador 
guided missile which can 
defy jamming and “can 
be used over a wide ex- 


panse of water.” 

Tho announcement Jed some 
observers to believe that new 
bases overseas are planned for 
the long-range Matador, Earlier 
versions of the missile have 
already been sent to Germany.

Public opinion should be 
enlightened’ as to the con- 
sequences of total war, 
West German Physics No- 
bel Prize winner, Max 
Born, wrote in the Social- 
Democrat weekly 
Spiegel, published today. 


Born, one of the 18 German 
scientists from the famous Max 
Planck Institute of Goettingen, 
to sign an appeal aogainat the 
use of atomic weapons by the 
German army, last week, sald 
he had no great faith in an in~ 
ternational agreement on ban- 
ning of utomic weapons. “It 
would be better” he said, “to 
enlighten public opinlon on the 
consequences of atomic war 
than to make propaganda for 
the suppression of atomic 
weapons,” 


Pointing out that builders of 
the atomic bomb, Americans, 
Robert Oppenheimer, Edward 
Teller and Enrico Fermi, had 
worked with him, Born wrote: 
“It is wonderful to have such 
clever pupils, but 1 should like 
them to have been less Intelligent 
and more wise. | suppose my 
mistake was to have taught 
them research systems and 
nothing more. Their intelligence 
has mow placed humanity in aon 
almost despairing situation.” 


The scientist went on: “I do 
not cxpect much from pro- 
puganda against the use of 
atomic weapons, because It ds 
obvious that a people with. its 
baek to the wall will use modern 
methods of destruction, Ameri- 
con military leaders have already 
indicated that the United States 
would not even wait until [It is in 
o critical situation before 
responding to any attack with 
atomic weapons,

only sensible thing to do would 
he for everyone to renounce the 
use of force and to catry out 
progressive disarmament.” —~

Colonel Peel immediately 
claimed the stakes and’ the 
mMewards bordereg théss to bo 
paid into court—so that the law 
was left to decide who had 
really won the Derby, 


NO HORSE 


The test case, Wood v Pett, 
came before Buron Alderson in 
the Court of Exchequer, There 
were angry seenes and much 
lying at ¢ trial, but the caso 
for Running Reln collapsed 
when the judge ordered the 
horse to be produced ang he 
could not be found, 


Running Rein, like Goodman, 
wo fled the country to France, 
hand disappeareg and the judge 
instructed the jury to find a 
verdict for Colonel] Peel. 
Orlando thus went into the re- 
cords os the winner of the 
“dirtiest” Derby in history. 


However the “dirt” didn’t 
stop at Running Rein, Leander, 
owned by ~~ the brothers 
Lichtwald, who had been doing 
an extensive business in export- 
ing horsts from. Germany, was 
discovered to be ao five-year-old! 
And the stcond favourite, Ratan, 
ewneg by William Crocikford, 
who gave his name to the 
notorious betting club, was 
pulled by his jockey, Sam 
Rogers, so that he never ralsed 
o gallop. 


Rogers admitted at a Jockey 
Club inquiry haying received 
£1,000. to “stop” Raton, The 
bribe came from a_ sinister 
Newmarket charicter named 
Bream, who had Inlg heavily 
against the horse. 


When the result of the lawsuit 
reached Newmarleet church bells 
were rung ang bands paraded 
the streets, . Lord George 
Bentinck became not only the 


town’s but the country’s hero. ° 


He receiveg the thanks of his 
fellovy members in a special 
resolution adopted at a_gencral 
mecting of the Jockey Club and 
over 43,000 from a_ public 
subscription. The money was 
handed. over to the Club to 
establish a fung for the benefit 
of jockeys and ers Ong their 
dependants in reduced cir- 
cumstances, ioe 

The charity’ remains to this 
day as the Bentinck Benevolent 
Fund. to propor- 
tlons 5 liseq by its 
founder, for all the fees annually 
Ppald by trainers, jockeys and 
Qppreitices for thelr licences go 
to swell its capital, 

Lord George Bentinck, the 
first of the great Turf reformers,

Once flower stalls used to 
line its sidewalks, The hill 
climbed gently from tho 
busy main street, Tall old 
banyan 
umbrella of shade over the 
sedan chairs that lined the 
“left-bank”, as they still do 
today. 


Thirty years ago, when 
the Colony still Hved in the 
sedate age of sedan chairs 
and chits, 50 of the 800 
chairs had their rank in 
Wyndham Street. It was 
one of the main ranks then. 
It is virtually the last rank 
today — with four of the 
remaining six based there 
to serve customers whose 
best memories are of an- 
other age. 

Rickshaws and parked 
cars have replaced. the 
flower stalls, and the flowers 
have moved onto the slopes 
of D’Aguilar Street above 
Wellington Street, The 
modern offspring is hardly 
recognisable from the 
Wyndham Street. that was. 

Now it is undergoing fur- 
ther changes. Early next 
year, Shell House, which 
was built in 1922, is coming 
down to make way for 4 
modern multi-storey office 
block. And a gaping recess 
which looks more like the 
work of dentist’s forceps 
than a demolition squad, 
marks the end of the his- 
toric block which once

A Hongkong Telegraph 
article in 1918 says: “At 
one time the Hongkong 
Club occupied the block in 

uecn’s Road between 
Wyndham .. Street and 
D’Aguilar Street (from 
1846 to 1897) and, as men 
were continually passing in 
orout of. the Club buildings, 
it occurred to 2 number of 
Chinese that, if these could 
be persuaded to buy button- 
holes, the sale thereof 


would be a very profitable 
undertaking. 

“Hence quite a number 
of hawkers began to hang 
about the doorway and soon 
found that their wares 
were in great demand. So 
popular, in fact, did the 
noseguys become that many 
business men, who liked to 
have their coats decorated, 
entered into little contracts 
by which, for so much a 
month, the hawkers agreed 
to leave flowers at their 
offices: daily. ;

Facing this. site is the 
seven-storey Victory House 
which is another post-war

Street. This was built in 
1947 on the site of a build- 
ing that was bombed during 
the Japanese occupation.
